Evangelism. 

(Paper  read  before  the  North  MissUsippi 
Bible  Inslitue  by  Rev.  \V.  J EptiivJ.  and

Evangelism  is  the  promulgation  < jf  the 
gospel.  Tq  evangelize  is  to  instruct  n the 
gospel^  and  especially  relates  to  the  winning 
of  the  lost  to  Christ.  Evangelistic  zeal 
means  that  some  soul  has  a truth  ,a  duspel. 
which  he  flays  he  must  go  and  tell  evervliodv 
all  over  the  world.  The  truth  burnt  him 
until  he  tells  it  ; the  gospel  that  fills  hit  soul  I 
is  the  gospel  for  every  creature,  and  he. thus? 
talk  about  it.  propagate  it.  puhfish  it^  and  . 
eireulijte  it;  he  breathes  it  on  every  Wind, 
and  sijiuls  it  to  every  sea  to  he  earntd  to 
every  'golden  shore.  Paul  confessed!  hi* 
obligation  to  everybody  when  he  said.  1 
am  a debtor  to  the  Jew.  to  the  G«ntije.  to 
the  Gr -ek,  to  the  Barbarian,  to  the  bond  and 
to  the  free.”  Paul  knew  a truth,  and  he 


felt  that  he  owed  that  truth  to  the  world

I t ipn  ” 

Gtvat  zeal  is  hut  the  religious  aspect  of  a 
great  passion,  and  great  gifts  mean  great 
dangers,  therefore,  in  undertaking  to  evan- 
gelize. we  should  guard  ourselves  lest  wr 
persuade  someone  to  confess  that  which  they 
do  not  poaacaa.  But  in  Koiiihiis.  12:11,  Paul- 
urges  that  we  lie  “fervent  in  spirit”  the 
meaning  of  fervent  is  hot,  more  than  hot. 
ladling,  yea,  more  than  ladling,  boiling  nv 
er.  It  is  rising  up  in  fiery  hubbies  and  like 
foam  and  overflowing  by  reason  of  its*ar 
dent  energy.  Such  piety  wrtuhl  not  he  tol- 
erated today;  it  would  he  called  fanaticism, 

• insobriety,  it  would  be  regarded  as  greatly 
removed  from  religious  propriety.  We  are 
specially  anxious  that  everything  lie  very 
quiet,  very  nice,  very  proper,’  and  in  accord- 
ance with  good  mantlet*,  hut  it  would  he  mi-  1 
jaissihle  to  give  a Scriptural  quotation  Dial 
would  hind  us  to  such  cold  and  informal  ser 
vice.  Paul  would  have  us  “fervent  In 
spirit,”  boiling  in  spirit,  running  over  in 
spirit,  reaching  the  highest  tenipera1in>  m 
spiritual  zeal. 

In  our  work  as  Christians  we  need  less  ar- 
gument and  more  love,  no  progress  is  made 
in  winning  men  to  the  truth  by  sneering  at 
their  errors.  The  church  has  been  too  prone 
to  consider  that  all  of  her  progress  depend- 
ed upon  scholarship,  her  geniuses,  her  elo- 
quence; she  has  been  disposed  to  number 
her  people,  and  add  tip  her  resources,  and 
take  encouragement  simply  from  the  sched- 
ules which  she  has  been  able  to  set-  before 
her  own  imagination  as  representing  her 
available  strength,  the  church  seems  to  have 
forgotten  sometimes  to  put  God  as  her  ref- 
uge. We  cannot  abuse  men  into  the  king- 
dom of  Heaven:  neither  should  we  look  to 
organizers,  machine-makers,  manufacturer*, 

• who  are  always  getting  up  something  and 
are  absolutely  leaving  no  room  for  the  min- 
istry of  God,  the  Holy  Ghost.  AH  such 
evangelism  is  deficient,  and  misleading,  for 
man  “must  he  bom  again.”  not  merely  re- 
stored, reformed,  redressed  but  bora  again, 
starting  life  as  a ha  he,  with  a babe  s heart, 
and  a babe’s  trustfulness.  Solomon  said, 
“he  that  winneth  souls  is  wise,  the  real  inter- 
pretation is  that  if  a man  is  w ise  he  will  by 
Hie  very  necessity  of  his  wisdom  draw  souls 
to  him.  excite  their  attention,  comp*-!  their 
confidence,  and  constrain  their  honor.  Wis- 
dom always  wins.  We  have  only  to  he  wise 
in  order  to  win  soul*  the  fool  wins  nobody. 
The  wise  man  does  not  drive  souls;  lie  wins 
them.  We  may  attenq*  to  drive  them,  and 
therein  show  our  folly  it  is  tlie  nature  of 
the  soul,  that  it  may  be  charmed,  lured  by 
angb-like  beauty  by  heavenly  eloquence, 
'hv  mighty  persuasion  of  reason.  The  s”id 
that  is  driven  offers  no  true  worship.

The  work  in  Luichowflu  is  com- 
paratively new  It  war  opened 
after  the  Boxer  trouble.  One  of 
the  churches  now  has  a member- 
ship of  two  hundred.  The  gos- 
pel has  reached  sixty  of  the  sur- 
rounding vilages,  that  is  one  or 
two  more  in  each  of  these  villages 
is  a Christian.  While  this  may 
look  like  the  gosjieJ  is  spreading.

The 
city  has  an  inhahitanee  of  one  hun- 
dred thousand  and  the  country 
round  about  is  almost  a continu- 
ous city.
